A BRIDGE. 


The arrival of government engineers to survey 
for a bridge across the Saskatchewan at Edmon- 
ton is in fulfilment of a long standing promise, 
repeated last spring to Messrs. McDougall and 
Beck, sent as delegates from the town to inter- 
view the Ottawa authorities on the subject. Ne 
doubt the rapid progress of settlement in this 
part of the Territories and consequent increase 
of traffic over the Edmonton branch of the C. 
& I. railway has had a great deal to do with 


bringing the government to the point of at, 


least surveying for a bridge; and not less the 
fact which was cleveloped very clearly during 


the past summer that there are a good many | 


people in Edmonton who are very much in 
earnest in support of the right of this plaee to 
be and remain the centre of trade and authority 
for this district. While the action taken by 
the government is most encouraging, it will not 
be well for us to sit down and rest easy that a 
p-climinary survey means the ercetion of a 
bridge, The laws, delays are notorious, but 
they are not in sight of goverment delays. 
While the survey is a step towards the bridge, 
let us not forget it is only a step; the easiest 
one to take and also the easiest one to retrace, 
of all the many that lie between commencement 
and completion. It is the interest of this dis- 
trict and this town that the bridge should be 
commenced during the coming winter and com- 
pleted during the coming summer. To this end 
all people interested in the progress of this sec- 
tion of the Northwest should bend their ener- 
gies, and not rest until it is attained. When 
the wind is in our favor, as at present, is the 
time to make sail and go ahead. It may change 
or fail at any moment, and fwhat is easy now 
might then be impossible. ‘Never put off till 
to-morrow what you can do to-day.” If the 


bridge is now within our reach, now is the time 
to get it.
